Daffodils blend in with any kind of landscape, 
whether woodland, meadow, orchard, along the brook, 
on the slopes or around the lake. 


They will thrive in shady as well as sunny positions, 
are not too particular as to soil, provided there is proper 
drainage and in most cases bone meal will sufficiently 
restore soil requirements, but a complete fertilizer or 
bulb food, applied after flowering, will insure good bulb 
growth and large flowers. 


Narcissi have a short dormant period and should 
be planted early, from late September until the end of 
October. Depending upon the weather, later plantings 
are feasible but not advisable. 


No special working of the soil is necessary, but the 
holes should be dug in such a manner that the soil 
around the bulb is loose; when extensive plantings are 
contemplated a grub axe is the best tool.

(c) White Trumpet Narcissi, with white perianth and white 
or nearly white trumpet, including pink or apricot trum- 
pets. 


ADA FINCH. Pure white, overlapping perianth, large, finely pro- 
portioned trumpet and deeply flanged and rolled rim. The im- 
mense flower is carried on a tall, stiff stem. One of the very 
earliest to flower. $2.25 for 10, $20.00 per 100. 


BEERSHEBA. Large, perfectly flat perianth trumpet long and beau- 
tiful, flanged at mouth. A flower of great size, measuring nearly 
five inches across. $2.75 for 10, $25.00 per 100.

Daffodils should be planted from 3 to 4 inches deep, 
that is, that many inches of soil on top of the bulb. Plant 
six to eight inches apart; no winter covering is necessary. 


The natural and informal planting of Daffodils in 
drifts is by far the most effective and requires little or 
no care. We favor the odd shaped patches, like little 
islands, using from 50 to 200 bulbs each, depending upon 
the extent of the project, one variety per island and 
sufficient contrast in color to create a pleasing harmony. 


If you don’t quite grasp the above instructions, or 
a special problem confronts you, we are here to assist 
you to the best of our ability. It is of vital importance 
to us, that the flowering results of our bulbs are pleasing 
in every way. 


In the orchard or meadow the grass must not be 
cut, until the foliage of the Daffodils is completely dry.

We do not offer mixtures, because we believe them 
to be inferior, but above all, the effect produced by 
such a mixture does in no way compare to the pleasing 
picture of a clear color combination of straight varieties. 


All varieties listed in this booklet preceded by an 
asterisk, are tried and proven to be best for naturalizing. 


Not all varieties of Daffodils are suitable for natur- 
alizing and a few which are either very early or very 
late, can only be used in such a manner, so as not to spoil 
the composition. These matters had best be taken up 
with us, when contemplating a natural planting of Daf- 


fodils. 


Many of the oldest standard varieties were elimin- 
ated in these listings, for the simple reason that we have 
numerous far superior varieties to choose from; never- 
theless you will find such old favorites as John Evelyn, 
Franciscus Drake, Irene Copeland, Fortune, and Beer- 
sheba, all close to 30 years old, still listed.

The most commonly used is Mertensia Virginica 
(Virginia Blue Bell) and very effective it is. Soft col- 
ored Hyacinths also make perfect companions, as well 
as Muscari Heavenly Blue (Grape Hyacinths) and some 
varieties of Botanical Tulips. 


Planting Daffodils in Pachysandra Terminalis or 
Vinca major, white or blue, works out very well and 
has the added advantage, that the dried Narcissi foliage 
disappears under the groundcover. 


The various types of Funkia serve the same purpose 
and we consider Hosta subcordata grandiflora with its 
fine white flowers in September, one of the best.

Daffodil bulbs need plenty of air while dormant 
and in The Netherlands they are stored in lath houses 
to dry them and keep them dry. Once they are in your 
possession, either plant them or keep them cool and 
dry until you are ready for them.

Breeder Tulips 


Breeders are the one- or two-toned forms of the old striped Florist 
Tulips; originally named “Mother” Tulips, the selection and purification, 
as well as the introduction under the name of Breeder Tulips was the 
life work of just one Dutch grower. They are easily distinguished from 
the Darwins by their yellow centers and the typical stardust on the out- 
side of their petals. They bloom at the same time as the Darwin Tulips 
in May. 


The rich and artistic blendings of purple and old gold, bronze and 
terra cotta, brown and violet, buff and maroon, have made these 
Breeders immensely popular. 


ADMIRAL TROMP. Salmon orange with lighter margin. Large 
flower.

Both conditions 
can be remedied, one by proper drainage, the other by 
screening in early Spring. 


If nothing else, most gardens, no matter how small, 
usually have a herbaceous border or foundation planting. 


The herbaceous border lends itself, better than any 
other place, for a collection of Tulips, planted in groups 
of one dozen bulbs toward the front, in combination 
with Daffodils. 


Amongst the evergreens in a foundation planting, 
Tulips may be tucked away in nooks in small quanities, 
depending upon the available space on either side of the

These were originally found in England on the farms and near the 
cottages in rural areas, uncultivated, growing wild for years, until they 
drew the attention of the fanciers. 


Their characteristics are very similar to those of the species, in 
that most varities have pointed petals, sometimes recurved and many 
varieties have smaller flowers on shorter stems. Blooming at the same 
time as the Darwins and Breeders, they can be used very effectively, 
grouped in front of these taller types.

front entrance may be planted solidly with Tulips, in 
which case not too many varieties should be used and 
the colors should be bright and harmonizing. Pachy- 
sandra or myrtle make a good ground cover in this case, 
otherwise Pansies should be used in combination with 
the Tulips, to be followed by annuals. 


The formal garden requires more planting and ma- 
terial, but in simple design can be very beautiful, even 
in diminutive form. 


It is essential that each bed should be planted with 
one variety only, that the colors of the various varieties 
harmonize and that the height is the same, except for 
the center bed. 


Tulips do not mind partial shade, on the contrary 
this protection tends to draw the stems to greater length 
and the blooms last longer.

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A fine example of this type of planting is a garden 
path flanked by French Hybrid Lilacs, in a setting of a 
border of Peonies, interplanted with Tulips. In order to 
attain color harmony, the Tulips should be pink, lilac 
and mauve shades, similar to the Lilacs, which flower 
at the same time. The Peonies in various varieties bloom 
for several weeks, beginning around the end of May. 


We should not forget to plant a few Tulips in the 
cutting or vegetable garden, not alone for flowers for 
the house, but also to try out a few new varieties. 


No matter where Tulips are planted the soil must 
be dug deeply, at least a foot deep. Every three years 
a layer of two inches of well rotted cowmanure should 
be dug in, before planting, deep enough to keep the 
manure from the Tulips; the following two years a little 
lime and/or bonemeal, to be applied after planting and 
raked in. 


Then the pied wind-flowers, and the tultp tall, 
And Narctssi, the fairest among them all, 
Who gaze in thew eyes im the stream’s recess 
Till they die of thew own dear loveliness. 
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The depth of planting depends upon the depth of 
the soil, but from four to six inches from the top of the 
bulb to the surface works out best. This of course does 
not apply to the Botanical Tulips, which should only be 
planted about two inches deep. Tulips planted at greater 
depth may flower just as well, but we see no point in 
this practice. 


Although there is no question about the fact that, 
by planting closely, a more brilliant and spectacular effect 
is attained, we like to suggest planting Tulips from 6 to 
8 inches apart, perhaps a little closer in the case of the 
Single Early Tulips. Never put less than 6 bulbs in one 
clump. 


The only right way to plant Tulips is with a trowel, 
unless you want to use your hands; see to it that they 
are all planted at the same depth, if you want them to 
bloom at an even height and above all, set the bulbs 
firmly in the soil.

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CULTURAL HINTS ON FORCING TULIPS 


Unpack bulbs upon receipt and open the bags. This 
will provide fresh air, for all bulbs breathe. 


Use clean pots or flats and soil which has not been 
used for this purpose before. 


For rapid forcing leave upper half of the bulb ex- 
posed above the soil. 


Bulb stock for forcing should never be allowed to 
become dry. If Tulips are buried outside, the deeper 
they are down, the earlier and more even they will come. 


Water Tulips fairly early in the morning, so that 
the plants can be dry by nightfall. Use warm water or 
about the same temperature as prevails in the place where 
they are forced. 


Begin forcing in about 70° F. and when buds show, 
drop temperature 5°. 


All January forcing of Tulips must be done in semi- 
darkness, no direct sunlight at any time. 


Good color depends on the forcing time; the slower 
we force (lower temperatures) the more brilliant the 
color. 
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All Triumph Tulips can be forced into bloom in 
from three to four weeks, so that you can just about 
figure out when to bring them in the greenhouse, de- 
pending upon when you need the flowers. 


They need an abundance of tepid water and if an 
early flowering date is required, a temperature of 70 - 
75° F. should be applied. 


Triumph Tulips had best be forced quickly and as 
soon as the buds show color, move them to a cooler house, 
to harden the flowers. 


As Spring approaches, it will take less time to get 
Tulips in bloom and therefore the temperature should 
be dropped and light admitted. 


Darwin, Breeder and Cottage Tulips can be forced 
from January 10 on, depending upon the variety.

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USEFUL HINTS FOR FORCING HYACINTHS 


When using pots or pans, be sure to soak them thor- 
oughly, before planting. 

If no bulb cellar is used and the pots are plunged, 
be sure to cover them with three inches of clean sand to 
prevent damaging the top of the flower bud. 

When Hyacinths are wanted for a very late Easter, 
the bulbs should be planted end of November. 

If you cannot plant your Hyacinths upon receipt, 
store them in a temperature of 55° Fahrenheit. Unpack 
bulbs at once in any case. 

All January forcing of Hyacinths must be done in 
semi-darkness at 70° Fahrenheit for from 7 to 10 days, 
dropping to 65°, when buds are well up. 

As a general rule, at least ten weeks should elapse 
from the time the bulbs go into the soil until they are 
brought in for forcing. 

Water sparingly till the first bell has loosened from 
the bottom of the spike; after this water freely. 

When growing Hyacinths on the well known glasses, 
clean glasses as well as the rootbase of the Hyacinths, 
then fill the glasses with clean cool water until the root- 
base is touched. Place glasses in a cool dark closet or 
cellar until topgrowth is nearly 4” above the bulb, when 
glasses may be taken to your warm room or porch, add- 
ing water from time to time, when necessary.

The tiny Snowdrops, braving snow and cold weath- 
er, never fail to warm your heart in anticipation of Spring. 


These and a host of Scillas, Muscari, not to forget 
the Miniature Daffodils and Crocus, should grace every- 
body’s garden; they are lovely in themselves, wherever 
they are planted in groups of 25 or more, under trees, 
along the woodland path, close to the house in the shrub- 
bery border. 


They are most effectively shown off when planted 
amongst groundcovers; Ajuga repens or myrtle, for in- 
stance, can harbor the tiniest, whereas Muscari and Scilla 
Campanulata are well at home amongst Pachysandra 
terminalis.

A light 
mulch will be sufficient winter cover. Fine for border 
planting and a most spectacular cutflower of long lasting 
qualities.

In order to give most types of Lilies the proper 
chance to establish themselves, so that they feel at home, 
and flower for us many years in succession, it is advis- 
able to give them the protection of the shrubbery border 
or woodland. 

Incorporate peat moss to lighten heavy soils and 
fertilize with bone meal only. Never use manure and 
be very careful with chemical fertilizers. 

Plant at the prescribed depth and make certain of 
good drainage; envelop the bulbs in sharp sand. 

The right time to plant Lilies, like any other bulb, is, 
after they are dormant in the Fall. They are delivered 
to you at that time, beginning with Lilium Candidum in 
August and ending with Lilium Speciosum in November. 
Lilies cannot be dug until they are dormant and even if 
delivered as late as December, they will give a good ac- 
count of themselves. 

There are several varieties of Lilies which may be 
kept in cold storage over winter, for Spring planting, if 
this proves more convenient.
